DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-2, 4-10, 13, 17-19, 21-22 and 25-26 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-2, 4-10, 13, 17-19, 21-22 and 25-26 are allowable because the prior art 
of record neither anticipated nor rendered obvious that a display device and a method of 
making a display device comprises various related elements and steps with specific 
features recited in claims 1. 8 .18 and 21 as follows: 

a plurality of spacers including a first spacer is positioned in a display region, in 
which the first spacer contacts the second electrode (pixel electrode) and a distance 
between neighboring spacers decreased as the spacers approach a center of the 
display region as shown in Fig.7 and Fig.1 1 . 

Applicant filed English translations for the priority documents in order to effect the 
priority filing date. Such that the prior art of the references do not teach the specific 
arrangement of the spacers in a display region, i.e., a distance between neighboring 
spacers decreased as the spacers approach a center of the display region as claimed 
and as shown in Fig.11.
